And rejoicing and being very 
happy their worshipful nature de- 
sires to find expression in some kind 
of thanks. So, to this end, they do 
:he best they know to do. Not know 
ng any other god, they look upon 
the nets and the drags, drying upon 
the beach, upon these things by 
means of which their portion ha 
been made fat and their food plente 
ous, and in gratitude they sacrific 
unto their nets and burn incense un. 
to their drags. In other words, the 
hold a formal service, to thank th 
nets and the drags for the abundanc 
of the year's supplies. 


Our minds turn readily'from thi 


action1 on the part of the Chaldean 
fishermen to the action of our re- 
ligious ancestors, even the Hebrews, 
the first worshippers of the true and 
only God. When they had thorough- 
ly established themselves in their new 
home, after their life of burdensome 
slavery in Egypt, they were so grate- 
ful to God for the goodness of the 
land for his blessing upon their ef- 
forts at tilling the soil, that we find 
among their laws this command: "No 
man shall presume to enjoy the bless- 


sions.

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An American Diplomat's Influence in I 


China 


In these critical times in China, 


when no man knows what a day may 
bring forth, who is America's man 
for the crisis' 
Is the acting official i 


head of our legation a man for the 
emergency—-such a one as will know 
how to safeguard the lives and wel- 
fare of Americans in the imperilled 
points of the country, and such a one 
as will be likely to take the proper 
steps and preserve the proper atti- 
tude, should China's Armageddon be- 
fall? 


The moment may be one for re- 


vealing semi-secrets, and for lifting 
the curtain that hangs before much 
diplomatic procedure 
The reassur- 


ing truth is discovered that the very 
heart and brains of America's China 
policy is now on guard in the capital 
of that nation—Edward Thomas Wil- 
liams, charge d'affaires and secretary 
of the American Legation in Peking. 
Minister Calhoun is on leave in this 
country, in the interest of his office; 
for great issues are pending between 
the United States and China. 
Mr. 


Calhoun has proved himself a suc- 
cessful diplomat: I have personal 
knowledge that he is peculiarly popu-^ 
lar with the Chinese officials; and he | 
Is as popular with the other lega-1 
tions as any new hand can be who is 
beating them all at their own game; 
and everybody knows his popularity 
with the administration. 
When it 


was found necessary for him to come 
to this country for conferences the 


China man" of the State Depart- 


ment was sent to take charge* in Pe- 


king. The plot was so rapidly thick- 
ening in the present Chinese drama 
that it had been found necessary to 
transfer the expert man behind the 
scenes from Washington to Peking. 


There is no disrespect to ministers 


and ambassadors in saying that with 
them and behind them must always 
be specialists—men versed in the his- 
tory and language of the country to 
which they are accredited, and if pos- 
sible, on familiar terms with the lead- 
ing statesmen thereof. All of these 
conditions are met by Secretary Wil- 
liams, and then some more 
He Is 


the great unknown in America's re- 
cent Far-Eastern policy 
While he 


has probably never said so, it is com- 
mon report in the inner circles of 
diplomacy that all the astute moves 
which have blocked Japan and Russia 
in Manchuria, have maintained the 
open-door policy of John Hay, and 
have prevented the dismemberment

year 1630 had been a year, almost of 
famine, not only m the Colonies, 
but in England as well. Neverthe- 
less, Governor Winthrop had caused 
to be purchased in England, stores of 
wheat, meal, peas, beef, cheese, but- 
ter and suet. 
These were placed 


upon the ship Lion and started for 
Massachusetts 
Day after day the 


weary eye of the Colonist scanned 
the waters of the mighty Atlantic, 
but no sail came in sight. Night af- 
ter night served only to increase the 
anxiety felt for the safety of the 
ship. 
At last a day of fasting was 


agreed upon-—it would save their 
scanty supply of luxuries, besides, 
fasting had always been looked upon 
as of. religious merit. But, just at 
the last moment, just when the day 
had been appointed for the fast, some 
one spied a tiny spect against the 
Eastern horizon. Nearer and nearer 
it came. Larger and larger it grew, 
amtil finally there went up the ex- 
citant shout: "A sail! a sail!" The 
good ship Lion had come; she had 
weathered the gales; she had out- 
lived the storms. 
Supplies were at 


hand for all 
Straightway, the day 


set apart for fasting was changed into 
a day of Thanksgiving, to be ob- 
served on February 22, 1631—known 
to us as the first Thanksgiving day. 
.Now, may we remember this: those 
fathers of ours did not set apart that 
day of Thanksgiving because they 
thought they would have starved if 
that ship had not come. They knew 
they were in no immediate danger of 
starving. 
With fish in the harbor, 


•with game on the shore—deer and 
wild turkey in abundance—with oys- 
ters and clams in the beach, there 
was never any real danger of starva- 
tion in New England. No, they set 
•apart that day of Thanksgiving be- 
cause they were Godly men. Physi- 
cal comforts and luxuries had come 


,r to them and they were too Godly to 


accept them without returning thanks 
to the God who had made them pos- 
sible. They knew that nothing which 
they had done had brought the 
"Lion" safely to her harbor. 
They 


knew that "Pierce in the 'Lion' had 
been a fellow worker with God when 
he trimmed his. sails or when he 
stood at the held at midnight." The 
fact of the''whole matter is this: 
"these Godly men knew and remem- 
bered what their childred are too apt 
to forget, that every blessing comes 
to us in this divine world, which is so 
human, because we men and women 
are the children of the living God. 
We plant, and because He waters 
we reap and gather into barns. He 
teaches the wind to blow and the 
rivers to flow and we use the wind 


. for our main-sail and the rivers for 


our turbine." How far in advance of 
the Chaldeans, described in our text, 


ber the Lord thy God; for it is he 
that 
giveth thee 
power to' get 


wealth." 


We cannot creep behind a plea of 


ignorance as could the Chaldeans, 
We have no such defense. We know 
that it was not the net and the drag 
that should have been worshipped 
for the abundance of fish secured. 
We know that those things would 
have been of no avail, if there had 
not been back of them with his bless- 
ing, a God, kind and good. The disci- 
ples of Jesus had splendid tackle, yet 
they toiled all the night and caught 
nothing. 
But when the morning 


came, and the Lord appeared, with 
His blessing, those same nets were 
full to the breaking. 
We know, 


friends, we know well enough. It is 
simply a matter of willingness to do 
as well as we know, simply a matter 
of willingness to bend these stubborn 
knees and unfold these selfish hearts 
before the God by whose might we 
have been created and by whose love 
we are sustained. 


A thanksgiving service Is the nat- 


ural outgrowth of riches. 
The He- 


brew people held their feast of "In- 
gathering" when they felt themselves 
to be rich, when all was safely gath- 
ered in, when, the harvests were over 
and the granaries were full. 
It is 


out of the abundance of our riches 
that we come together for this ser- 
vic,e. There isn't a season in all the 
year when we are half so rich as now. 
We stand at the close of the days of 
autumn and nature^ is never half so 
lavish as in autumn. In springtime 
she is beautiful, but her beauty is a 
beauty of promise. 
It is blossom 


time then, and our hearts are glad 
because they are full of hope. 
But 


autumn is the time of ingathering 
and surely this autumn 
nature's 


cornucopia has been full to overflow- 
ing. 
Our storehouses are burdened 


with a harvest of fruits and grains. 
But there is one blessing which au- 
tumn furnishes that cannot be gar- 
nered with sickle of steel or the hand 
of flesh—it is her mantle of beauty. 
O, how rare is that beauty! We ought 
to gather 'much of it for the store 
house of the soul. 
We ought to so 


saturate ourselves with it that for 
many days to come we might be un- 
der its enchanting spell. In autumn 
time, our harvest time, there's a 
greenness in the grass which even 
springtime cannot know. 
There is 


scarlet and gold and purple every- 
where. 
No wonder Christ said that 


even Solomon in all his purple and 
fine line and gorgeous robes, faded 
into insignificance in the presence of 
nature. It is so grand to be alive and ] 
well in the harvest days'. The sun- 
shine never kisses the earth with a 
gentleness half so tender as in the 
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autumn. 
Even 
the 
shadows are j 


beautiful, and October 'clouds are 
glorious beyond compare. If you this 
morning can think of the beauty of 
the days through which we just have 
passed without having your heart 
touched with a spirit of gratitude, 
you must be a strange creature in- 
deed, for most of us, I believe, are 
transported into realms where from 
the innermost depts of our hearts we 
say: 
"Nearer my God to thee, near- 


er to Thee." 


In order that this morning we may 


be truly happy in our gratitude let us 
endeavor to answer then, these two 
questions: 
What is the purpose of 


all this beauty and plenty and who is 
responsible for it? What is the pur- 
pose of it? The answer to that ques- 
tion is emphasized in a strange way. 
Let us follow briefly the action of a 
farmer and his field of wheat. 
He 


sows the wheat in autumn. 
He 


watches anxiously for the appearance 
of the green blade. If few appear he 
is disappointed, if many he is happy. 
All through the winter he is anxious. 
If the winds blow cold and rough and

they 


these Pilgrim fathers! 
Had no snow covers the fields he speaks 


been as the Chaldeans they 


-would have worshipped the ship, or 
the sea which bore it up, or the winds 
which had blown it or the stars which 


guided it 
But not so these 


Godly men. They kneeled there upon 
the bleak shore and woi shipped the 
God of earth and sky and sea. In 
the midst of our prosperity, surround- 
ed on every hand by tokens of love, 
to these men I point jou and say: 
"God 
of our fathers, known of old— 


be with us yet, lest we forget—lest 
we forget!" 


When I remember that the Chal- 


deans worshipped their lines, their 
nets and their drags because in their 
fishing they had been exceedingly suc- 
cessful, I know that they did it in 
ignorance. To do it in ignorance is 
bad enough but to do a thing such as 
that in forgetfulness is culpable, al- 
most beyond pardon. It was not in 
ignorance that the Hebrew was afraid 
his people would do it, but in forget- 
fulness. 
Hence in Deuteronomy the 


eighth chapter we find words like 
these: 
"Beware lest when thou hast 


eaten and art full, and has built 
goodly houses and dwelt therein; and 
when thy herds and thy flocks multi- 
ply, and thy silver and thy gold is 
multiplied, and all that thou hast is 
multiplied; beware then lest thine 
heart be lifted up and thou forget the 
Lord thy God—beware lest thau say 
5n thine heart, my power and the 
might of mine hand hath gotten me 
tbis wealth. But thou shalt remem- 
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of his wheat suffering as though a 
dear friend were out there in the 
field. When spring time comes he is 
so'anxious for the refreshing rains— 
that his wheat may do well. 
And 


wnen the rains come and the sun 
shines warmly, his heart is glad 
again as he sees his wheat growing. 
He is so glad to see it thrive, you 


being in 
But no 


would think it a human 
which he is interested. 
sooner has it reached its greatest 
beauty, no sooner does it cover the 
field as with a mantle of gold, than 
forthwith does he put in the sickle 
and ruthlessly cut down that wheat 
of which he has been so proud and so 
jealous, concerning which he has 
been so anxious. But even this is 
not all. He thrusts it into the cruel 
thresher which rubs it and tosses it 
and separates it from its home in 
the straw. And then, then he takes 
it to the miller who between great 
stones or in the rolls crushes it until 
no longer could it be recognized as 
wheat. That which comes out of the 
rolls we call not wheat but flour. 
And finally the flour is taken to the 
baker and made into bread. Why?— 
and thot why goes all the way back 
through the mill and the harvest to 
the seed time—why? In order that 
the farmer—that you and I might be 
fed. 
Yes, that is the end of the story. 


The farmer was anxious about the

can Tipping System. 


Memphis, Tenn., November 25. 


No one knows how much money it 


osts for tipping, as the system now 
xists in the United States. 
Esti- 


mates very carefully made by experts 
n behalf of the world of traveling 
men indicate that the American 


rummers "each year contribute $50,- 
00,000 in tips to waiters, bell boys, 
orters and chambermaids. Much of 
he above amount goes for checking 
rivileges. 
To illustrate the latter, 


his morning I asked a man (the 
ight one) at the Union Station to 
heck two satchels. 
He asked for 


ny ticket. I gave him a dime and 
old him to go to Sunday School. My 
Tips were checked and no more was 
aid. 
Many people traveling for 


leasure and people who are only 
bent on pleasure, tip much more 
eadily and give larger tips than the 
nes who are on business bent. The 
nly thing that dare be said from this 
joint of view is that it costs a great 
deal more than it did ten years or 
iven five years ago. A decade ago a 
dime was an acceptable gift, whereas 
now the quarter is almost spurned. 
This is -hard on the poor traveling 
men, 
as of late their employers are 


not at all disposed to admit tips in 
heir expense accounts, as the system 
f tipping demands, therefore the 
drummer for the wholesale concern 
s forced to bear a personal burden, 
,s is exacted by the hotel servants 
,nd others with whom they come in 
;ontact. 


The United States government has 


finally recognized the fact that it is 
utterly impossible for its employes to 
ravel without tipping and they now 
allow these items to appear and be 
paid for. In some sections schedules 
are made out and allowed to be put 
n the daily and weekly expense ac- 
count. 
The present schedule was 


adopted several years ago and admits 
a charge of 50 cents a day. When 
;raveling on a railroad train, or if 
you stop all the week at the same 
hotel, how is the traveler to live and 
ceep his account straight on the 50 
cent allowance a day, when he must 
tip the three waiters for three meals 
in one day and the pullman porter at 
night or before leaving the train? If 
every one who travels will keep a 
careful and itemized account of his 
expenditures, he will be amazed by 
;he relative importance of the item 
of tips. Percy, try it. 


Nobody knows how much the tip- 


ping system costs in the aggragate, 
but I'll venture to say that every one 
knows it costs far more than he can 
afford and every one who is compell- 
ed to travel for business knows full 
well that the tipping costs far more 
than the boss is willing to admit 
when it comes to checking up the 
expense account against the sales ac- 
count. Boys, let us end the terrible 
abuse of this abominable tipping 
habit. There are today a few (very 
few) hotels where tipping is not al- 
lowed. 


In all this Southern country prizes 


are offered to the boy who can raise 
the most corn or cotton on an acre of 
ground of his own selection. 
At 


Yazoo City, Miss., a small boy this 
fall got $400 from the Yazoo County 
Corn Club. The club gave him $40 
and he sold the corn in small lots re- 
ceiving from the sales $360. I have 
not heard the number of bushels he 
raised. This is done to arouse others 
in all sections of the South. 


The growing of pecans has becom'e 


quite a thing down here. The section 
in and about Pasagoula is well 
adapted to the growth of the pecan 
tree and thousands of acres are now 
planted and many more will be 
planted this fall. The yield this year 
will be about 75,000 pounds. 
The 


prices range at from 35c to $1 per 


ound for the best and choicest nuts. 
Tis said that over a million dollars 
s invested m the pecan industry in 
Mississippi. There are a number of 
arge nurseries, one of two being able 
to supply 15,000 trees a year. One 
man has 10 acres in pecans from 
which he has just realized 5,000 
pounds this fall. 1 should think this 


profitable business. 
I went out 


with a friend over near Batesville, 
Ark., and gathered a hat full for my 
own eating and they were fine. Some 
of the very large paper shell pecans 
are raised in the State of Georgia.

And Kentucky swung back into the 


Democratic columns with such an 
avalanche of votes that she must be 
going to remain there forever. It is 
30,000'Democratic now. 


"As Massachusetts goes, so will 


the nation go in 1912." 
This was 


the slogan in this fall's Massachu- 
setts campaign, and the Democratic 
candidate, Governor Foss, won. 


The new State of New Mexico is 


Democratic, the recent election re- 
sulting in majorities of from 5,000 
to 6,000 for the Democratic candi- 
dates for Governor and Congress 
The Legislature, however, is Repub- 
lican due to the "gerrymandering" of 
the legislative districts. 


An Incalculable Republican Polly 
It has been computed with the 


War Department that the military oc- 
cupation of the Philippines has al- 
ready cost $167,000,000. This cost 
must continue so long as we retain 
possession of a conquered population. 
The military expenses ^are not the 
only ones and for all the enormous 
expenditures there is no benefit what- 
ever to us. 


From a military point of view the 


islands are a danger and not a pro- 
tection. Probably we could not pro- 
tect them; certainly we could not do 
so except at very great expense. Our 
possession of the Philippines is an 
invitation to nations vitally concerned 
in the Orient to attack us. 


Commercially the islands are of 


trifling value, and a considerable 
part of our people look with alarm 
upon importations from the islands. 
The acquisition of the Philippines 
was an incalculable folly. 


Encouraging Returns 


The elections this fall were not of 


marked significance in a national 
point of view. 
The contests were 


generally conducted upon local is- 
sues, though there were some ex- 
ceptions to this rule. So far as they 
may be said to have any national 
significance, Democrats have reason 
for encouragement in the returns. 


In Massachusetts 
the campaign 


lines were drawn on the tariff, the 
voters sustaining Governor Foss, who 
last year made the State Democratic 
although for years past it has been 
heavily Republican. 
Kentucky re- 


turns to the Democratic fold by a 
large majority, but Maryland, owing 
to dissensions and charges of fraud 
in the Democratic primaries, elect 
its second Republican Governor. Th 
unpopularity of Tammany up stat 
resulted in a gain of Republican 
members in the New York Assembly 
The Republicans also gained in the 
New Jersey Legislature, due to the 
defeat 
of 
anti-Wilson 
candidates 


nominated by the deposel boss, James 
Smith, and his friends. 
But many 


of the Republicans chosen to the New 
Jersey Legislature are pledged to 
carry out Governor Wilson's progres- 
sive policies.

year, this would seem to presage the 
annihilation of the Penrose machine, 
and the breaking away of Pennsyl- 
vania from its Republican moorings.
